As it took a two-thirds vote for the 
adoption of this resolution, it was lost. 

Senator Goucher offered his minority 
report as an explanation of his vote. 
Senators Burke and Seawell presented 
a minority report in the Senate, in 
which they call attention to the fact 
that the evidence adduced before the 
Committee on Constitutional Amend- 
ments refers chiefly, if not exclusively, 
to one portion only of the proposed 
amendment, that relating to the adop- 
tion of a schedule of freights and fares, 
designatedtherein. In their judgment 
the testimony shows that it would 
be unwise and detrimental to 
the public welfare to make this 
tariff a part of the Constitution. While 
the maximum rates of fare and freight 
therein set forth would doubtless be 
fair: and reasonable to many of the 
roads operated within the State, not- 
ably those of the Southern Pacific sys- 
tem, nevertheless, there are a number 
of shorter roads of vital importance to 
the people, which would be greatly 
injured if not absolutely ruined, if com- 
pelled to adopt such rates. 

Senators Burke and Seawell also say 
that a careful review and consideration 
of the evidence leads them to believe 
that it would be impossible to frame a 
rigid and uniform tariff for all or any 
class of roads within the State, which | 
would deal fairly with these properties 
or which would not be injurious to 
public interests. 

There is such disparity in the cost of 
construction, operating and fixed ex- 
penses and earnings of the various 
roads within the State, that any tariff 
which would be just and reasonable for 
one road and just and fairto the public, 
would be injurious to others less favor- 
ably situated. To this extent Senators 
Surke and Seawell agree with the ma- 
In re- 
gard tothat part of the amendment 
which provides for the repeal of sec- 
tions 22 and 28 of article 12 of the 


Constitution, Senators Burke and Sea- 


well say that, inso far as it touches 
that point at all, it confirms the general 
conviction already formed by the pub- 
lic that those sections should be re- 
pealed and the Railroad Sragennegtnn 
abolished. 


They say that twelve years of ex- 


mission has developed the fact that it 
is worse than useless, having failed to 
perform the functions for which it was 
created. They also say that the thir- 
teenth annual-report of the commission 
shows that it has not only failed, neg- 
lected and refused to perform its 
duties, but that they are incompetent 
and have not tried to qualify them- 
selves for the position. They seem to 
have made no effort to correct abuses, 
for correction of which their office was 
created. They have only added to the 
burdens already borne by the public, at 
least to the extent of , their salary, and 
the expense incurred in making the dis- 
covery of their inefficiency, 

Senators Burke and Seawell do not 
agree with the majority that the people 
are to blame for selecting unfit men for 
commissioners. They believe that the 
selection has been secured by the same 
power which seeks to retain them in 
oftice—a power which, they regret to 
say, seems abundantly able to thwart 
the people whenever it is its interest to 
doso. In conclusion, Senators Burke 
and Seawell enter their protestations 
against further expenditures on the 
part of the State to retain the com- 
mission in the interest of this power. 
. We cannot believe, say. the Senators 
in conclusion, that itis any easier for 
the people to select three fit men for 
the commission than 120 fit men for 
the Legislature. ‘hat is a reflection 
which we are not prepared to admit. 
We therefore recommend the repeal of 
sections 22 and 23 of article 12 of the 
Constitution, and that the regulations 
of freight and fares be relegated to the

A California Venus. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 24.—[(To the, Ed-. 
itorof THe Timges.] It seems that Mrs, 
Frona Eunice Wait of San- Francisco has 
been intérviewed. in regard to a proposed 
statue to be modeled from a living Califor- 
nia girl, to be styled the new Venus. It is 
proposed to make this statue the central | 
ornamentin the California room of the 
Woman's {building at the World’s Fair in 
Chicago. 

Mrs, Wait says that a model will be se- 
lected from photographs. Two photo 
graphs of each candidate must be tur- 
| nished, Paris panel form, one a full-faced 
view and the other a profile. She says: 
“Of course the photographs need not be en- 
tirely from the nude. The candidate, when 
posing for photographs, may wear a dra-’ 
pery of cheesecloth or crepe, which will 
conceal while yet revealing. The figure 
must be shown. Accompanying the photo- 
graphs must be the nameand address of 
the candidate, and the place and date of 
birth, but the facts will be for my knowl- 
edge only. 

She further ‘states that all the photo- 
graphs received are to be submitted to a 
committee of three artists, which commit- 
tee shall select three of the  pic- 
tures as being of the best for a 
model; that then the pictures 
will be exhibited to the public, and 
the public asked to choose one of the three 
by ballot. The original of\ the one chosen 
will then be asked to pose for the sculptor. 
The pnotographs will be also exhibited at 
the World's Fair at Chicago. 

You devoted much of your valuable space 
ashort time ago to letters and editorials 
on the question of the propriety of the girls 
of Vassar appearing on the stage in “Gre- 
cian costume,’’ but have we not something 
here which is even more harmful, and 
which, instead of being an honor to our 
fair State of California, should and would 
bring discredit to our people and disgrace 
upon our State? 

This invitation is to bespread broadcast 
over the State to all our beautiful wo. 
men and silly girls to have them- 
selves photographed—‘‘it need not be 
entirely nude'’—all the more accept- 
able, however, if it be entirely so, and 
no one need know the name of the 
candidate except Mrs. Wait. What isto be. 
come of the hundreds of negatives that will 
be expected to be taken? Whatis to pre. 
vent the issue of thousands of the photo- 
graphs, and, in fact, Mrs. Wait says she 
will exhibit them all in San Francisco with 

a “charge for admission’’ as well asto have 
them all on exhibition at the fair. Of 
course there are many women who pro. 
fessionally pose for artists and sculptors, 
That in itself is bad enough, and more a 
relic of antiquity than a mark of the prog- 
ress of the present time; but here is a di- 
rect bid todemoralize the women of a State. 

Immorality has been growing so fast in 
our midst that many of our best women of 
Los Angeles have banded themselves to- 
gether totry with their earnest endeavors 
andtheir means to check it.

Home Kule, 

Irish affairs at the present time are 
engrossing the attention of the English- 
speaking world. and that primarily be- 
cause of Mr. Gladstone having intro- 
duced a home-rule measure, favoring 
the better government of Jreland—in 
the British Parliament.

An Interesting Talk With Col. Vol- 
V. Ashford. 


‘The Former Leader of the Hawalian Rev- 
olutionists Telis About the Causes 
Which Led to the Overthrow 
of the Monarchy. 


Col. Volnéy V. Ashford, for many 


waiian Islands, ex-commiander of the 
revolutionary army or Hawaii from

Sheldon Borden, Esq., who ‘appeared 
on behalf of the Redondo Railway Com- 
pany, followed in muchthesame strain, 
stating that that corporation contem- 
plated getting nearer the business cen- 
ter of the city in the near ‘future. - 

G. Wiley Wells, Esq., also appeared 
at this juncture, and on behalf of Mrs. 
Hammond asked that the first section 
of the franchise be so. amended. as to 
prevent the Southern Pacific. Company 
from monopolizing the alley in the rear 
of her propertly. 

M. T. Collins then offered a number 
of amendments, and in doing so stated 
that the franchise, in his opinion, had 
been very loosely constructed as re- 
gards the city’s rights, Alameda 
street was a_ thoroughfare used to a 
very large extent by people from the 
country south of the city, and he con- 
sidered that the franchise ought to be 
so drawn as to confine. the railroad to 
the west side of the street, so that the 
east side be. left open. for vehicular 
trafic. 

President Teed remarked that he 
thought several of the amendments of- 
fered by Mr. Collins were worthy of 
the consideration of the. Council. He 
was of the opinion that when the peo- 
ple interested desired matters of that 
kind inserted in ordinances they ought 
to be accommodated.. 

Councilman Pesseil stated that the 
Soperintendent of Streets appeared to 
have been ignored altogether as re- 
gards the franchise, the acceptance of 
the work contemplated being left en- 
tirely to the City Engineer, and upon 
his motion the ordinance was amended 
by the insertion of the words, ‘‘and the 
Superintendent of Streets.” 

Col. R. M. Baker then addressed the 
Council to the effect that, although not 
opposed to the Southern Pacific or any | 
other railroad, he had yet to learn that 
the franchise would be advantagevuus to 
the city at large, and: he therefore im- 
pressed upon the Council the necessity 
for caution, and the advisability of 
looking into the future. He begged to 
remind that body that it had been 
elected to look after the interests of 
the people, and not thoee 4 any cor- 
poration.

Loss 
of sight, convulsions and lockjaw are the 
other symptoms which follow in rapid suc- 
cession. The natives say that there is not 
a case on record of a survival of the bite, 
there being no antidote, death always en- 
suing within the short space of two hours.

Where the Strawberry Is Found. 
The wild strawberry is very widely dif- 
fused over the surface of the earth, being 
found in the chill regions of the north, as 
well as in the sunny climes of the south. 
It is not a tropical plant, however, and 
except on mountain sides is not found 
south of latitude 88 degs. north. On the 
European continent {t grows extensively 
from Lapland and the Shetland isles to 
Italy and Greece. It is also found through- 
out western Asia, but is unknown in China 
and Japan. It has grown abundantly on 
the bleak hills of Iceland for centuries. It 
is found in America from Labrador and 
British Columbia to the pine woods of the 
southern states, and on the high lands of 
Mexico and the Andes, The hardy plant, 
with its tiny scarlet berry, may be said to 
girdle the earth on the line of the polar 
circle, and several hundred miles south- 
ward, except that it is not found in the 
basin of the river Amoor, in Siberia.—H

One ofthe 
leading shippers of this city said that the 
ation prices on oranges must be re- 
duced or the rules of the association sus- 
pended for two weeks. If one or the other 
was not done, he said his company would 
withdraw at once from the association.

done. The former prices were: Seed. 
lings, $1.75; navals; $3. 

‘‘Members of the Riverside Fruit Ex- 

change, who had been invited to codperate 
with the Growers and Packers’ Association, 
were refused the privilege of voting.’ 
\ The representative of the Earl. Fruit 
Company came into our meeting on Satur- 
day, and, although he had voluntarily 
signed our resolutions and, in fact, was the 
most earnest one to demand their fulfill- 
ment, and the most bitter in his’ denounce- 
Ment against any one who dared to stay 
outside, saying, ‘‘Let us place the responsi- 
bility where it belongs,’’ this same firm 
how comes to us with this ultimatum: 
First, this association must reduce prices 
to $1.50 for seedlings and $2.50 for navels; 
second, if -you refuse to do this, 
then I.ask for the suspension of 
the rules for two weeks; or third, 
the Earl Fruit Company will withdraw.

vote tolower prices to meet the demands of 
the three firms mentioned, as it Was plainly 
to be seen that it would be useless to under- 
take tosellany higher than their prices. 
So, one firm obliges all the balance to re- 
duce prices on all the oranges of Riverside, 
and the whole State, in fact, and offers for 
an excuse that he has some poor. oranges 
his firm must move. . 

It is claimed sixty carloads should go per 
day, so one firm r . 
our growers $4500 dally by their demands, 
and in all probability will take advantage 
of the situation to feather their nest to 
this amount by buying in outside 

ruit, 

The time is surely upon us if the orange. 
growers donot wake up to the situation; 
they will be obliged to ship their fruit on 
commission through two or three firms, 
like the northern deciduous fruits. and 
such is the monopoly up. there that two 
heavy shipping firms sent to four cities in 
they have branch houses nearly one- 
third the entire shipmenis of deciduous 
green fruits, one firm shipping four branch 
houses over 1300 cars. ¢ 

Is this the wide distribution that is needed 
to take care of our enormous increase? 
Are the growers of oranges going to pay 
tribute on bo‘hends to such a narrow and 
disastrous business? 

If they are they had better depend on 
barley and sheep-raising for the future suc- 
cess of their now successful enterprises.

‘The Matter Fully Investigated at the 
Meeting of the Town. Trustees— 

, Charges of Cruelty to Ani- 

mals Sustained, 


SANTA ANA, 

‘The charges against Street Superin- 
tendent C. R. Ward, of cruelty’ to animais 
belonging to thecity were thorougly aired 
last evening at a special meeting of the 
Board of City Trustees, There was a pre- 
ponderance of evidence that Ward was 
cruel to several horses belonging to the 
city. beating them at times unmercifully 
with whips, straps, willow clubs, or almo 
anything he could lay’.his hands 
They were balky horses and Ward 
and his witnesses claimed that to 
beat them they found was the only 
way to get work out of them. Charges 
of misappropriation of funds were also 
made, but this matter will be investigated 
at the leisure of the board. From the evi- 
dence given there is no doubt but that Su- 
perintendent Ward is guilty of cruelty to 
animals, and is deserving of a severe repri- 
mand; but, whether or not he will be dis- 
charged from the service of the city isa 
matter the City Trustees have agreed to de- 
cide on their next regniar meeting night.

fruit culture will pay better than almost 
any other industry in which they may en- 
gage, but rather a question of opportunity 


which would greatly influence their under- 
takings in this Hine. The recent sale of the 
truit, on the trees, from a foar-year-old 
three and one-half acre orange orchard in 
Tustin a few days ago for $700, is|eloquent 
evidence of the prosperity of that locality, 
and of the golden opportunities there are 
now for investmeritin orange lands, not 
only in that locality. but in any choice cit- 
rus fruit section in Southern California. 
M. J. Bundy, the owner of the young grove, 
is not a farmer, but a hardware merchant 
in Santa Ana, and as the care of the grove, 
in fact, all work pertaining to it. has been 
hired, it,jhas been aneasy matter to estl- 
mate thé exact expense in bringing the 
trees to their present fruitful condition. 
The following figures will show the ex- 
pense Mr. Bundy wentto in planting and 
caring for the trees to the present time, 
and .the value of the little grove to its 
owner, as an investment, at this time:

Last year the fruit, being the first year’s 
crop, sold for $60. A few days ago the 
present crop was sold for $700, making the 
total receipts to date $760. As the total 
expense of preparing the ground, purchase 
of trees, planting them and caring for 
same, including the cultivation, irrigation 
and fertilization of the soil for the four 

ears, was but $511.60, and the receipts to 


ance for the owner, over and above all ex- 
penses save the purchase price of. the land, 
of $248.40. Otherwise expressed, the first 
two cropsfrom the small orchard have 
paid $248.40 more than all the expense of 

urchasing the trees;planting and caring 
fae the same in proper shape until the pres- 
ent time. 

There is good unimproved orange land in 
Orange as well as other counties in South- 
ern California today which can be pur- 
chased for $100 per acre, and which, if 
properly cared for, will prove just as prof- 
{table tothe purchaser as the little grove 
which is madethe subjectof these para- 
graphs. Mr. Bundy informed the TIMEs 
representative that he fully expected his 
little orchard of three and a half acres to 
bring him in $1200 next year. L° 
Mr. Bundy's expectations are realized, 
and there is no good reason why they 
should not be, by another year this little 
orange orchard will be worth as much to 
bim as the pick of the best of Ohio, Indiana 
or Illinois farms of 100 or less acres, and 
the expense of caring for it will be far less 
than the expense of caring for the Eastern 
farm. ; 
7 THE SCHOOL QUESTION.

sions, Aninsolvent debtor, claims should 
be paid him in his representative capacity 
by defendants, W. F. Whittier etal., by 
reason Of their having received from the 
insolvent‘and converted to their own use 


certain goods delivered to them in satisfac- 


tion of a debt due to defendants by the in. 
solvent. The upon which 
plaintiff based his claim fora recovery, is 
that defendants had received the property 
by atransfer made by theinsolvent with 
the intention of giving them a preference 
over his other creditors. 

The case was tried before a jury 
who gave ageneral verdict for plaint- 
iff, but found negatively upon the Spec: 
ial. issues submitted to them, - and 
defendants moved the court for judg- 
ment, onthe groundthatthe general ver- 
dict was not supported by the special find- 
ings under section 625 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, Plaintiff moved for a new 
trial, and Woth motions were considered 
together, that of defendants being re- 
fused, while that of plaintiffwas granted, 
from which rulings this appeal is taken, 

The order granting a new trial is re. 
versed, and the court below directed to en. 
ter judgment for defendants. 

John Allin, trustee, etc. (respondent) vs. 
R. Williams (appellant.) Action to recover 
from defendant the sum of $3737, alleged 
to be due upon a deficiency judgment in a 
foreclosure suit, he having indorsed a note 
for a man named Wilson, under the follow- 
ing circumstances: 

in February, 1888, ten individuals, in- 
cluuing the plaintiff herein, borrowed upon 
theic individual credit the sum of $10,000 
for the use and benefit of the Pasadena, 
Lake Vineyard, Land and Water Company, 
acorporationin which they were inter- 
ested, $5000 of which was from the San 
Gabriel Bank and $5000 from a Mrs, 
Banta, for ‘which they.gave their joint and 
several notes. Abouta month afterward 
the corporation paid to the defendant a 
Sufficient sum of money for the purpose of 
taking up said notes. The money was de- 
posited inthe San Gabriel Bank to the 
credit of R, Williams et al. ‘Mrs. Banta 
refused to accept the money on*her note, 


for the reason that it would not mature 


a year, and the amount, $5220.98 was left 
inthe bank tothe aforesaid credit. Prior 
to that defendant had contracted to sell 
one Webster certain property in_ Pasa- 
dena, and Webster had contracted 
to sell _one Wilson a portion of 
the same property. ebsterc owed Wilson 
$5000 on his contract of purchase, and 
Wilson owed Webster a little more than 
this amount on his contract with him. The 
| parties, Wilson and Webster, arranged he- 
tween theth for’th® purpose of liquidating 
thesé several obligations; the defendant 
made a conveyance of land to Wilson, Web- 
ster uniting therein; Wilson executed his 
note for $5000, payable February 10, 

1889, and secured the same by mortgage 
upon the land, made to the defendant as 
trustee for the ten individuais who had 
signed the Banta note, and defendant sub- 
Firs transferred the aforesaid sum to 
his own account. After the Wilson note 
bad matured the plantiff brought an action 
thereon. Wilson defaulted, and judgment 
was taken against him and. for a sale of the 
mortgaged property. The action against 


| the defendant is for the purpose of enfore- 


ing his liabilities as anindorser on the Wil- 
son note, The Court held tnat the rélative 
rights and obligations of the defendant 
toward the several contributors can be pre. 
sented in an action for their adjustment at 
the settlement of thetrust, after the Banta 
note shajl have been paid. The judgment 
and order are affirmed. 

Crossman (respondent) vs. Kenniston 
(appellant.) Plaintiff 
against defendant, who is a member of the

Crossman (appellant) vs. Lesher (re- 
sponitent.) This is an action Of a similar 
nature to that which precedes it, plaintiff 
secking to remove defendant from office as 
a City Trustee, which was tried in another 
department of the Superior Court of San 
Bernardino county, and resulted in judg- 
ment for defendant, 

In this case the Court says; When the 
proceedings are for any wilful or corrupt 
misconduct in office, other than such as are 
mentioned in section 772 (of the Penal 
Code)they must be commenced by accusa- 
tion presented by a grand jury, as provided 
insection 758. Itis only when the mis- 
conduct complained of consists in charging 
and coilecting illegal fees, or failure or 
neglect to perform the official duties im. 
posed upon the officer by law, that the 
prosecution may be had upon the complaint 
|ofan individual. Judgment affirmed.

A Couple of Cninese » Gardeners inan Ugly 
Scrape. 


Ah Tai, a Chinese gardener. who 
holds forth outside the city limits, gave 
some exhibitions of the practices of 
Celestial highbinderism yesterday when 
Deputy Constable BKrakesuhler of Jus-

The American Indians in 1993. 

I have been asked to set forth what 
‘changes are likely to take place in the status 
of the Amcrican Indians during the coming 
century. It must be confessed that I have 
considerably less confidence in my prophetic 
ability than I had before the last presiden- 
tial election, but as no one of the 65,000,000 
people of this country will ¢ver know 
whether my prophecy proves true or false I 
may veuture to indulge my imagination 
with some degree of impunity. 

The number of Indians at the present 
time is about 250,000. A. hundred years 
hence they will number a million or so, 
the increase being due to the cessation of 
wars, the spread of intelligence and moral- 
ity, the improvement of hygienic condi- 


marrizge with whites, 
Meanwhile some tribes will become whol- 
ly extinct, leaving scarcely a trace of their 
history outside of the records of the Indian 
bureau. Other tribes, like the Sioux and 


tain most of their characteristic traits. The 
Pueblos of New Mexico, who are rejecting 
so successfully the efforts of the govern- 
ment in their belialf, will continue to be a 
favorite people for ethnologists and self os- 
tracized journalists who find pleasure and 
profit in barbarism. 

There will be here and* there wandering 
bands of blanket beggars—aboriginal 
tramps—perpetuating the absurdities and 
enormities of Indian life éither as a profes- 
sion or as a providential object lesson for 
students of history, who will thus be able 
to form a fair estimate of the great work 
that the Indian bureau ‘has wrought in 
helping to redecm the great mass of them. 

The tribes will disappear and the agen- 
cies become a thing of- the past, thus dis 
posing of the much abused Indian agents, 
whether civilians or army officers. The 
friction between the interior and the war 
departments will be produced by other 
causes, and army officers, having no longer 
an excuse for trying to run the Indian of.- 
fice, will seek other fields for the exercise 
of theirtalents. Further, the said Indian of- 
fice—that inexhaustible source of news 
when all sources fail—will be forever 
closed, the Indian commissioner will have 
a rest, and the Catholics and y-a-liners 
on mischief bent will havé'to hunt for other 
targeis.

There is no question about the develop 
ment of a much higher rate of speed than 
that which even the fastest service on the 
| railroads of today maintain. I presume 


could be secured with modern locomotives 


to come. 

But I am inclined to think that other in 
fluences may operate to prevent in the next 
century the running of railway trains at 
such a speed as [have seen mentioned in 
some of the newspapers. It is nota ques 
tion of attaining speed, but a question of 
the control of the train after great speed 
has been secured. Suppose, for instance, 
that a railway train is going at the rate of 
ninety miles an hour. The engineer sees a 
danger signal or an obstruction on the track 
1,000 feet away. 

Now, experiments have shown that with 
a perfect brake acting under the most per 
fect conditions it is impossible to procure a 
greater retarding effect than would be 
equivalent to stopping a train going at the 
rate of three miles an hour in a second of 
time. It is therefore easy to make a com- 
putation of the effect of such a brake upon 
_@ train ruaning ninety miles an hour within 

1,000 feet. When the engineer had reached 
the danger signal or the obstruction his 
train would still be going at the rate of 
sixty miles an hour, and if he was running 
his engine at the rate of sixty miles he 
could only check it toa rate of something 
like forty miles'an hour within that dis- 
tan ‘ 


ce. 
For this reason I am inclined to think 
that the development of railway; travel in 


will be not so much great speed as uniform 
speed. The ideal speed, I think, will be 
about forty miles an hour and steadily 


terminal to the time of the arrival at desti- 
nation. That will give most sati«factory 
results. A steady speed of forty miies an 
hour would enable a train to run from New 
Yerk to Chicago in a little ver twenty 
hours and with greater economy and far 
less danger. It is my impression, therefore, 
that railway travel in the next century will 
take on this development rather than high 
rates of speed. 

I am also satisfied that the immense cost 
of furnishing power for electric railways, 
which some persons seem to think can 


hour or more, will make such a develop- 
ment commercially unprofitable, although 
there is no doubt that electricity as a 
motive power for passenger traffic will be 
extensively used in the next century.

LORD WOLSELEY IS THE KIND OF 
A MAN A SOLDIER SHOULD BE. 


England's Great General Must Have Had 
& Remarkabie Vitality to Have Pulled 


Death—A Record of Wounds. 


“Il am worth a good many dead men 
ret,’’ was the characteristic remark of the 
man when regarded asa “dead un’’ by the 


ley’s remarkable vitality helped Aim to 
pass with success through many such ex- 
periences, and to impress his mark on the 
modern military history of Great Britain 
in a way unequaled by any other soldier 
since the great. Wellington died. 3 

The career of the: commander in chief of 
her majesty’s forces in Ireland began in 
1852, when,'as a young enthusiastic Irish 
lad, he joined the army as ensign. He at 
once tasted ‘blood. He passed through the 
Burmese war, and then returned to Eng- 
land. Few have had Lord Wolseley’s 
luck, and few his ill luck. While he has 
won more Victories than his fellows, so has 
he been wounded oftener than most soldiers 
in his position, His life has been one full 
of narrow escapes from death. 


all conscience. Burmah was the scene; and 
here, while heading an attacking party, 
young Wolseley saved himself from de- 
struction by falling into a pit. Then, in 


{| thé second attempt, he and his fellow $f- 


ficer were each struck in the left thigh by 
large iron jingal balls. His friend iived 
but a few minutes, while Wolseley himself 
needed. all his strength in the fight be- 
tween life and death. He recovered only 
to meet experiences as hard in. the Crimea. 
- His biographer, Mr. Lowe, tells that 
during the progress of the Crimean war 
“Captain Wolseley was wounded severely 
on Aug.-80, and slightly on April 10 and 
June7. Qu Feb: 15 his coat ‘was pierced 
by a ball; on April 10a round shot struck 
the embrasure at which he was working, 
and his trousers were cut, andon June7 
a ball patexal through his forage cap from 
the peak to the back, knocking it off his 


head. 

'“It may be said without exaggeration 
that he bore a charmed life, for at the ter- 
mination of the siege, of vee messes of 
four members each, he was the only re 
maining officer in the Crimea, all the 
others having been killed or forced to leave 
through wounds.” 
It was not without truth that his fellow 
officers regarded him as possessing more 
lives than even the proverbial cat. 

But these hairbreadth escapes from death 


were trivial.compared to some of Lord 


Wolseley’s othér experiences. Outside 
Sebastopol he was giving orders to two 
sappers in the trenches, when ‘suddenly a 
round shot took off ofe man’s head and 
drove his jav7bone into the other man’s 
face, to which it adhered, bespattering the 
party with blood.” Aug. 80 was a bloody 
day in the trenches. | 
A sortie by the Russians, successful for 
the moment, made it important -that the 
gap opened by the attack should be re- 
paired. Wolseley and two sappers began 
the work of. repair, but their labor was, 
stopped by the appearance of a round shot, 
which struck the gabion, ‘“‘which was full 
of stones, and striking its contents with 
terrific force, instantly killed the poor fel- 
lows by his side, the head of one being 
taken off, while the other was disem- 
boweled.” Wolseley did not escape. 
‘Thrown senseless to the ground, he lay for 
atime as one dead. At length he came to 
himself, staggered to the doctor’s hut, and 
again fell unconscious. It was then that 
the doctor said, ‘‘He’s a dead un.” This 
ronged Wolseley, who, turning in his 
blood, said, ‘I am worth a good many 
men yet.”’ 

The young captain’s wounds on this oc- 


The doctor fancied, after probing the 
wound, that his jawbone was shattered, 
‘but Wolsely made him pull out the sub- 
stance in his mouth, when a large stone 
came away. The.surgeon then lifted up 
and stitched the cheek. 

Both his eyes’ were completely closed, 
and the injury done to one of them was so 
serious that the sight has been perma- 
nently lost.. Not a square inch of his face 
but was battered and cut about, while hi« 
body was wounded all over, just as ifh- 
had been peppered with small shot. H: 
-had received also a severe wound on hi. 
right leg, so both his limbs had now beer 
. wound in the left thigh re 
celve@/in Buriligh rendered him slight!; 
lame. 

Many opportunities havesince been giver 
him of fulfilling the instructions often de 
livered by Sir Hope Grant in China, ‘‘Tak« 
Wolseley; be will do the work for you.” 
It is vertain, too, that he has thoroughly 
acted throughout life up to his own dic 
tum—that the only way for a young man 
ta get on in the army is to try and get 
killed in every way he possibly can. 

.Three. years after the close of the Crimean 
war Wolseley was ordered to China. 
Wrecked on the way, he made for India, 
and greatly distinguished himself in the 
suppression of the Indian mutiny. For 
one of his deeds he deserved an hono1 
which every soldier most cherishes—the 
Victoria Cross, (ord Wolseley has him- 
self told the story. He was leading the 
storming party against the Metee Mohul 
in November, 1857, which opened up the 
way into the Lucknow residency, wher 
Private Andrews, of his own company, 
‘‘oneof the very bravest private soldiers’’ 
he knew, fell wounded. 

Wolseley at once took thestricken man in 
hjs arms.and made a rush for shelter. 
Befoie reaching a friendly house, however, 

oor Andrews was again shot by a bullet 
ntended by a rebel Sepoy for his rescuer. 
The end ‘of. the mutiny saw Wolseley, at 
the age of twenty-six, a lieutenant colonel. 

Anexpérience in China came after, to be 
followed ‘by his appointment in 1861 as 
quartermaster general in Canada. Years 
of quiet elapsed until the Red River expe- 
dition and the Ashantee war, when Wolse- 
ley became known among the natives 
against whom he fought as ‘‘the general 
who bever stops.” 

He came out of the Ashantee campaign 
ai major general. A rest of five years 
brought him tothe wars in Zululand, the 
Egyptian campaign, Tel el Kebir and a 
peerage, and, in 1884, the war in the Sou- 
dan, when he was. only forty-eight hours 
too late to save General Gordon.—Million.

All my life long I havé been singularly 
\Mestitute, I believe, of that physical shrink- 
re from death which so many human 

ngs feel so acutely. Ido not mean to 
say I am in any hurry to die; as long as 
things go tolerably well with me in the 
world I have no insupportable objection to 
living, but whenever I stand face to face 
with death, as happened to me several 
times in the course of my career, I regard 


the prospect of annihilation’ with perfect 


equanimity. I can honestly declare that 
On All ‘such occasichs my own doubts and 
fears have been forthe safety and pecuni- 
ary position of the survivors, especially 
more immediately upon 


For myself I have never felt one mo- 
ment’s disquiet. And I attribute this en- 
tire absence of fear of death to the unusual 
fact that I have already tried dying and

tioh in asserting that once in my life I 
realiy and truly died—died as dead as it is 
possible for a human being to die, and that 
afterward I was resurrected. I have felt 
and know the whole feeling of death—not

Iv so doing, I do got doubt, I must have 
made matters worse by partially stunning 
myself..

‘and was soon completety numbed by the 
cold. I gasped ad swailaweda great deal 
of water. 


I felt my lungs filling. A moment of. 


suspense, during which. I knew perfectly 
well I was drowaing, intervened, and then 
I died. I was drowned and dead. I knew it 
then, and I have never since for a moment 
doubted it. 

Just before I died, however, I noticed— 


deliberately noticed, for lam pshycholog- |. 


ical by nature—that my whole past life did 
not come up, as I had been given to tunder- 
stand it would, in a single flash before me. 
On the contrary, I felt only a sense of cold 
and damp and breathlessness, a fierce, wild 
struggle, a horrible choking sensation, and 
-then all was over. 

I was taken out stone dead. Unless ex- 
treme remedies had been applied I would 
have remained stone dead till the present 
moment. If nothing more had~been done 
my body would have undergone no further 


elyange till decompositien set in. Heart | 


and lungs had ceased to act. I was truly 
dead; there was nothing more that could 
; happen to me to make me any deader. 
However, a friend who was skating with 
me raised the alarm, and I was shortly 
after pulled out again, still dead, with a 
boathook. They tried artificial respira 
tion, brandy, heat—all the recognized 
means of reviving a corpse after drowning. 
After awhile they brought me back. I be- 
gan to breathe again. 
If there had been no artificial respiration 
I would never have revived again, and my 
body would have undergone dissolution in 
due course, without any return of con- 
sciousness whatever. So far as conscious- 
ness goes, therefore, I was then and there 
dead, and I never expect to be any deader. 
And the knowledge that I have thus once 
experienced in my own person exactly what 
death is, and tried it fully, has had a great 
deal to do, I think, with my utter physical 
indifference to it. 1 know how it feels, and 
though it is momentarily uncomfortable 
it isn’t half as bad as breaking your arm 
or having a tooth drawn. 
In fact the actual dying itself, as dying, 


<»fi ts quite painlesse-as painless as falling 


v asleep. Itis only the previous struggle— 
the sense of its approach—that is at all un- 
comfortable. Even this is much Jess un- 


pleasant than Ishould have expected be- 


forehand, and I noted at the time that 
there was a total absence of any craven 
shrinking—the sensation was a mere phys- 
ical one of gasping and choking. When- 
~ever Lhave stood within measurable dis- 
tance ef death ever since my feeling has 
been the same—I have been there already, 
and see no cause to dread it. Of course 
ene might strongly object to a painful end, 
on account of its painfulmess, and one 
might shrink, and ought to shrink, from 
leavi pavins g one’s family, especially if young or 

ciently provided for, but death it- 
ar as death, it seemis to me, need have 
absolutely no terrors for a sensible per- 
son.—Pall Mail Budget.
